spite of the fact that it was rever 
vested In the city. 

In order to get the views of the 
‘city aldermen on the question the 
Bulletin made a canvas of the coun- 
cillors. 

Alderman Mays puts his standing 
on the matter briefly and to the 
point: ‘Previous to the late eleetion,” 
he said, “I stated im my platform 
that I did not know whether Inglis 
owns the franchise or not. I said 
then, ‘Go to the courts and find ‘out. 
Isay the same now. They cannot 
have it if they do not own it.” 

Alderman Boyle said, “My ideas are 
these: At the time that the franchise 
and charter was handed over to 
IR. “RP. Inelis and his. syndi- 
cate the understanding of the 
citizens of Edmonton was that if the 
company did not perform its part of 
the agreement within the time limit 
it was to forfeit its right both with- 
in the city and without, together 
with the $10,000 deposited. I strong- 
ly opposed granting that franchise at 
that time, both on the platform and 
otherwise. I believed at that time 
that ft was a mistake for the city 
ever to allow any one to have ‘the 
lstreet railway franchise within the 
city Mmits. and the radial charter was 
a very valuable asset to the city. As 
to the legal aspect of the case, 1 
go not care fo express myself at the 
present time, as In case of trouble 
ihe city council will be expected to 
take the advice of the city -solicitor 
or other legal counsel. I will do ev- 
erything in my power to preveny 
lInglis Gr anyone tise from getting 
possession of the franchise within the 
leity and & think that the city should 
lmake every eTffort to get back its 
radial charter. 

“lam of the opinion that. the city 
should make the necessary arrange 
ments this year for the construction 
jand operation of a municipal-owned 
lstreet railway, and that construction 
ishould be commenced not later than 
tha Spring of 1907.” 

Ald. Bellamy said, ‘As far as I am

MR. INGLIS’ CLAIM 

Tt was not altogether the unexpect- 
ed that happened when Mr. R. P. 
Inglis in the course of an interview: 
published in the Bulletin yesterday 
made claim to the street railway 
franchise of the city and to the radial 
franchise created by the charter for 
which the street railway company 
some time since entered into an 
avreemerf with the city. When the 
negotiations were in progress be- 


tween the company and the city very | 


vigorous opposition was offered ‘to 
the proposed agreement on the 
ground that the recovery{ sof the 
franchise without the tedious and ex- 
pensive unrarelling of legal entan- 
elements was not a matter of abso- 
jute certainty. The history of sim- 
ilar concessions granted by munici- 
palities to corporations did not ap- 
pear to warrant the assumption that 
the zerersion of the charter and all 
the rights which were or might be 
acquired under it would be accom- 
plished by the simple operation of 
the plain terms of the agreement. 
Tit such was also the opinion of 
the company %s apparent in the an- 
nouncement of Mr. Ingiis. 

This view however was not held 
by the majority of the ratepayers and 
in the belsef that the intent and pur- 
pose of the agreement would be faith- 
fully fuifiliea, they sanctioned the 
grantinng of the franchise. In doing 
so: the peopie of Edmonton relied up- 
on the penalty clauses of the agree- 
ment for the recovery of the char- 
ter in the event of the company not 
fulfilling its obligations. That the 
company haa not only not done so, 
mut has made no reasonabie attempt 
to do so is a matter of common 
snowiedge and the ratepayers stana 
today ior the recovery by law or 
otherwise of the charter and all the 
rigbts and privileges which go with 
it. Whatever therefore may be the 
nature or purpose of the negotia- 
tions which Mr. Inglis on behalf of 
the company may seek to open with 
the elty council the citizens will ex- 
pect that any further dealings be- 
tweer the council and the company 
will be-conducted-in- the light of the 
violatec agreement and in such man- 
ner as wilf €ot prejudice the 
right to the charter and ail that goes 
with it.

AFTERNOON SESSION 

After the opening exercises, ‘the 
subject of a literature depository for 
the province was resumed. It was 
{then unanimously decided to establish 


a depository in Calgary. On motion 
of Mesdames Richarés end Bulyea, 


Mrs. Craig, Mrs. Slough, Mrs. Wood- 
hall and, Mrs. A. MeDonajd were ap- 
pointed a committee to supervise the 
work of the depository. Mrs. N. 
Fraser of Calgary ,was asked to take 
charge of same. 

A resolution was yassed that the 
Dominion depository be asked to ad- 
vance to us $50 worth of li- 
terature, to be selected, by our com- 
mittee and to be paid for as soon as 
possible, also that we request the un- 
ions to contribute $50, thus providing 
$100 stock to start with. 

The vice-president, Mrs. Bulyea, then 
took the chair while Mrs. Craig pre- 
serted her report as chairwoman o 
the commitiee on legislation and peti- 
tion work. 

After this had been read and approy- 
ed ,the following resolutions were 
‘unanimously passed : 

1 Resolved that, with unswerving 
fidelity, we declare and maintain the 
principles upon which our Woman's 
Christian  Tempeérance Union  pro- 
cagoxuda is bused,—Total abstinence fer 
the indivigual and ‘prohibition for the 
state. Any system which has for its 
central idea the continuance of the 
liquor traffic mast have our disap- 
opposition.

3 Resolved that we express our 
willingness to co-operite with the 
Temperance committee already in ex- 
istence, in their efforts to secure de- 
sired amendments to the present li- 
cense liw, or loca] option.

—High River Times: During the 
last few months, stockmen residing 
near the foothills have been compl]ain- 
ing about the presence of wolves in 
their district. ‘ Nu.aerous calves, 
colts, cattle ,and even horses have been 
attacked and horribly lJlacerated by 
these savage timber wolves from the 
effects of which they died. So cunning 
were they that despite a careful watch 
their comings and goings were unob- 
served by the cattlemen until they 
came across the dead carcasses of some 
of their stock. Fulton Thompson 
placed some poisoned bait on the range | 
recently and this week he was grati- 
fied to find the body of a hugh black 
timber wolf. The wolf weighed 100 
pounds and measured seven feet two 
inches from tip to tip. 


—At the Forestry convention held 
in Ottawa last week Hon. Frank Oliv- 
er described tthe conditions in the 
Northwest, and the efforts to re- 
new and to preserve the timber; 
which were being made under gov- 
ernment supervision. If it was 
found necessary, more active meas- 
ures would be taken to protect the 
northern forests against fire. Mr, 
Oiiver spoke with particular refer- 
ence to forestry conditions in the 
Northwest. In parts of the North- 
west the destruction by forest fires 
amounted to 99 per cent, and only 
one per cenf by the lumbermen. It 
was difficult, he said, to grow trees 
in the northwest. I[t was not. the 
cold, but the wild wind, that prevent- 
ed the growth of forests there. The 
forestry question in the Northwest 
was of the highest and deepest im- 
portanee and the deliberations of the 
convention, leading to better results, 
would be welcomed.
